1. The article in the French megazine “etch does not sive 
aufficient reformation to permit classification om identification 
of the U. PF. 0. The tone of the article gives the inpression 
thet the sichting has been considerably exaggerated in order to 
produce @ more sensational story. In most cages of foreign 
sightings it has not been possible to thoroughly ioterrogste ali 
the people involved, so in many instenese no identification has 
been poseible. In the U. 5. during the Rive Book investication, 
a concentrated effort was made to track dew all informetion 
possible on each reported sighting: and, as a result, the per- 
centage of unknown end insufficient infcremtion eases dropped 
from 26 per cent to 10 per cent. 


If « thorough investication of the U. F. 0. reported in 
Mateh were made it would undoubtedly disclose additional data 
that weuld permit it to be clessified in one of the Elue Book e 
eategories. and most likely an identification could be made - st 
just as has happened in a number of very similar cases. 7 


&. He do maintain close liaison with the Air Force Technical 
intelligence Center on reports of unidentified flying objects. 
This includes those reporte originating in foreign countries ss 
well as the United States. 


3. It is true that on 7 ccptember 1956 Mars will be 35.2 
million miles fram the earth, its nearest position in a long : 
period. Thus, astronosers will bave a rare opportunity to study \ 
Mars at close range with new electronie equipment now available. : 
Personnel at the Naval Observatory, Washington, attach no important 
implications to this proximity other than the opportunity for 
routine scientific study. However, aa you suggest, this unusual 
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event may precipitate a large number of reports on "flying objects" 
and “little green men" fron Mare. fhis Office will follow the 
general audject paral and keap you informed on the more 
spectacular published reports.
